NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the I6th March 1974 

No. O 17011/3/73-GOP. —The Government of India notified in their Notifica¬ 
tion No. 1. 25/65.CC, dated 27th May 1966, a scheme of guarantees to enable the 
wholesale consumer cooperative societies and State and National Federations of 
Consumer Cooperatives to secure adequate working capital from banking agencies 
on reduced margins, Under this Scheme, n limited guarantee, for a temporary 
period, was provided to Apex and District Central Cooperative Banks and to any 
Bank included in the Second Schedule of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934, 
ill re.spect of secured advances made bv them to these cooperative societies. The 
Scheme was operative upto the 31st December, 1971. A modified scheme of 
Central Government guarantee, to be in force for the period from 1st Jan^jary. 
1972 to 31st March 1974, was notified in Krishl Mantralaya,Sahkarita Vibhag 
Notification No. O 17011/9/71.GOP, dated the 7th December, 1971, 

2. The question of notifying a guarantee scheme for the Fifth Five Year Plan 
period (for the period from 1st April 1974 fo 31st March 1979) was con.sidered 
by the Government of India. Having regard to the need of the consumer co¬ 
operative; for iivn-eased woi’i'ing capital from hanks on reduced margins, for 
functioning effectivelv as integral part of the public di-'tribution system and for 
achieving the performance targets set for them in the Fifth Five Year Plan, it 
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has been decided to operate a scheme ol Central Government guarantee for a 
further period from 1st April, 1H14 to 31st March, 1979. In pursuance of this 
decision, the Government of India will consider entering into agreements with 
any Apex/District Central Cooperative Bank, any bank constituted and 
functioning under Banking Companies (Acquisition and Transfer of Undertaking) 
Act, 1970, State Bank of India a Corporation constituted under the State Bank of 
India Act, 1955 (23 of 1955) a Corporation constituted under the State Bank of 
India (Subsidiary Bank) Act, 1950 (38 of 19591, the State Bank of Hyderabad 
Act, 1950 (79 of 1956), the State Bank of Saurashtra Act, 19.50, in respect of 
secured advances made by them to a wholesale consumer cooperative society or 
to a State Federation of Consumer Cooperatives or to the National Cooperative 
Consumers’ Federation on the following terms and conditions:—■ 

3, The Central Government guarantee will be available only in respect of 
secured loan.s and advance’s granted for specific periods with the prior approval in 
writing of the surety, against pledge of hypothecalion of goods, which would 
Include book debts, securities, investments and other movable property, before 
the 1st April, 1979, to Wholesale Consumer Cooperative Societies and State and 
National Federations of Consumer Cooperatives. The banks have to keep a 
margin of 10 per cent only on such loans and advances. The liability under the 
Central Government’s guarantee in respect of any such loan or advance to any 
society will be limited to;— 

(i) 25 per cent of the amount of all guaranteed loans and advances actually 

Qiitstanding on the books of the Bank against the society on the date 
op which the notice of demand is iysued by the Bank in accordance 
with the terms of the agreement; 

OR 

(ii) Rs. 75 lakhs (Rupees seventy five lakhs) in the case of the National 

Federation, Rs. 50 lakhs (Rupees fifty lakhs) in the case of a State 
Federation and Rs. 25 lakhs (Rupees twenty-five lakhs) in the lase 
of a society having its principal place of business in Greater Bombay, 
Calcutta, Madras, Delhi, Hyderabad, Bangalore or Ahmedabad and 
Rs. 15 lakhs (Rupees fifteen lakhs) in the case of any other society. 
Whichever amount is less. 

4. The guarantee in pursuance of this Notification will be available only in 

respect of secured loans and advances granted, for specific periods, with the prior 
approval in writing of the Central Government before the 1st April, 1979. No 
loan or advance granted for the first time on or after the 1st April, 1979, and no 
Increase in the amount outstanding in respect of any loan or advance subsisting 
on the 31st March, 1979, shall be covered by the guarantee. The Central Govern¬ 
ment’s liability on account of this guarantee shall become determined at the 
close of business on the 31st March. 1979. _ 

5 The Society shall enter into an agreement with the President of India in 
the form provided in the First Schedule to the Deed of Guarantee, annexed 
hereto, undertaking;— 

(a) to pay the dues of the bank regularly and promptly in accordance with 

the conditions laid down by the bank while sanctioning the loan, 
advance or cash credit; 

(b) to carry on the business of the society diligently with a view to making 

fc) to^guarantee to the Central Government repayment of all monies that 
may be recovered bv tbe bank from the Central Government on 
account of any default on the part of the society to make payment 
to the bank on demand without demur; 

(d) to implement a system of regular verification of stocks, followed by 

prompt assessment of shortages, fixation of responsibility therefor 
and recovery of their value from those responsible; 

(e) to exercise .strict caution in the extension of credit facilities to societies, 

institutions, and Individuals, combined with measures for systematic 
and prompt recovery; 

(f) to ensure preparation of quarterly trading and profit and loss account 

and balancs-sheet as on the last dav of each quarter, together ■with 
preparation of a quarterly management report on the society s 
working, and submit a copy of it to the Central Government and to 
the State Government every quarter; 

(a) to keep the properties and a’ssets of the society free from encumbrances 
and attachments except those in favour of the Bank and in resnect 
of which the Government has given guarantee to the Bank or those 
in favour of State/Central Governments; and 



(h) to provide all facilities to the Central Government or any person or 
persons nominated by it in this behalf to examine the accounts of the 
society and its \yprking. 

The agreement shall be executed before the date of drawal of the money. 
The Bank shall not make any payment unless the signed aEreement end the 
Ijetter of Consent in the form provirted in the Second Schedule to the Deed of 
Guarantee are furnished. 

6. The Central Government’s guarantee does not extend to the interest on the 
loans and advances granted hv banks. 

7. Every bank shall continue to hold all the promissory notes and unrealised 
securities which may be available to the bank in respect of such, loans granted 
by it to the society, even after realisation by it in. full, of the outstanding due to 
it in respect of the loans and advances advanced by it under the Central Govern¬ 
ment guarantee, till the amount reimbursed tav. the Central Government as 
guarantor is realised. 

8. The bank shall obtain from the society and furnish to the Central Govern¬ 
ment, a Letter of Corrsent hy the society as in the Second Schedule to the Deed 
nf Guarantee, to the effect that the Society agrees to;— 

(a) continue to pay interest on any amount paid to the bank by the Cen¬ 

tral Government in pursuance of the guarantee at the same rate at 
which interest has been or may toe charged by the bank on the loan 
or advance made to the society, until the said amount is paid to or 
adiusted in favour of the Central Government; 

(b) credit or permit the bank to credit to the account of the Surety all the 

amounts paid by or recovered from the society on account of the loan 
or advance, after the date on which the Central Government have 
reimbureed any amount to the bank in pursuance of the guarantee, 
but after the bank’s claim in respect of the loans and advances 
covered by the guarantee has been fully satisfied and so long as the 
amounts paid lay or recovered from the society on account of the loan 
interest and charges thereon have not been reimbursed by the 
society: 

(c) the bank continuing to have and to exercise all the rights over the 

securities in favour of the bank in respect of all such loans and 
advances till all such claims of the Central Government are satis¬ 
fied; and 

(d) the bank transferring its rights and claims under such securities to 

the Central Government, if so required by the latter. 


9. The Central Government’s guarantee shall not be Invoked on more than one 
occasion by the bank in respect of a particular society. The guaranty may 
be invoked at any time before the Ist April, 1979. The Bank shall first issue a 
TiDtice of demand on the society to pay the amount due to it on account of the 
loans and advances granted to it bv the Bank apd guaranteed by the Surety, 
within thirty_dayR of the date on which the notice asking for such repayment is 
served by the Bank. 


A copy of such notice should be endorsed to the Surety simultaneously. 
the expiry of the period of 30 days if the society does not make payment of the 
amounts, the bank may issue a notice of demand on the Central Government. 
The Central Government shall reimburse to the bank the amount payable to it 
under the guarantee^ within a period of 90 days from the date of receipt ol the 
Bank’s notice invoking the guarantee and claiming payment. 


10. The bank, seeking a guarantee in pursuance of this Notification, shall, in 
the event of the Government’s guarantee being invoked in the case of any Joan 
or advance, undertake to credit to the Central Government which may 

be realised from the society after the bank has realised from ^be society in full 
the loans and advances guaranteed by the Central Government, sha 1 b 
obligatory on the bank to take action In the above manner after thg Central 
Government has reimbursed the amount under the guarantee. 


11 The obligations of the bank referred to in the above clauses shall continue 
until such time as the amount reimbursed by the Central Gov^nment Under the 
finarantee has been paid or credited to the Central Government or until th 
^Jentral Government *1183 agreed to adjust the said amount other 

amount due to bp paid by It to the hank or to the society or to waive reto\ery 


of the amount. 
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1^. The Director (Guarantee and Operations), Department of Cooperation, 
Minist^ of Agriculture, Government of India New Delhi, or in his absence any 
other Director in the Consumer Cooperative Division, in the same Ministry will 
be the authority to enter into the prescribed agreement of guarantee with the 
banks for the Centrai Clovernmeni guarantee in pursuance of tliis Notification. 
All banks referred to in the JNotification are advised to contact the Director 
(Guarantee and Operations), Department of Cooperation, Ministry of Agriculiurer 
in case they wish to avail themselves of the faeiJily provided by the Central 
Government.

THIS DEED OF GUARANTEE entered into on the ----- day of-—

Bank”) of the other part witnessth as follows;— 

In consideration of the Bank, making loans and advances to ■ ■■ --—- 

(hereinafter called the ‘Society’) at the letter’s request after relaxing margins 
which the Bank but for this guarantee might have normal^ kept, the Surety 
hereby guarantees to the Bank to the extent hereinafter provided Ihe repayment 
of loans and advances bv the Society to the Bank subject to the terms and con¬ 
ditions hereinafter mentioned:— 

1. The Surety’s guarantee will be available only in' respect of any secured 

loan or advance granted for sp'eclflc periods to the Society with the prior approval 
In writing of the Surety by the Bank before the 1st day April, 19'79, against the 

pledge or hypothecation of goods, which would include book debts, securities, 

Investments arid other movable property. The Bank agree to keep a margin of 
only 10 per cent against such loans arid advances. 

2. The Surety’s liability in respect of any loan or advance granted as above to 
the said Society shall not at any time exceed:— 

(i) twenty-five per cent of the amount of the guaranteed loans and 

advances actually outstanding ori the books of the Bank against the 
Society on the date on which the notice of demand on the Surety is 
issued by the Bank in accordance with the provisions of the Clause 
(3) hereof; or 

(ii) Rs.------———■ lakhs 

whichever amount ia less. 

3. The Bank may invoke the Surety’s guarantee at any time before the 1st of 
April, 1979, in the manner hereinafter specified, namely, 

(i) The Bank shall first issue a notice of demand on the Society to pay the 
amount due to it on account of the loans and advances wanted to 
it by the Bank and guaranteed by the Surety, within thirty day.s 
of the date on which the notice asking for such repayment is served 
by the Bank. A copy of such notice -should be endorsed to the 
Surety simultaneously. 

(11) If on the expiry of the period of 30 day.s, as aforesaid, the Society does 
not make payment of the loans and advances granted to it by the 
Bank and. guaranteed by the Surety, the Bank shall Issue a notice of 
demand on the Surety. 

(iii) The Bank shall, while invoking the Surety’s guarantee, furnish to the 

Surety:— 

(1) details of the goodo, against which loan or advance in respect of 
which the guarantee is invoked has been granted, 

(in the market value of the said goods, arid 

(ill) the amounts outstanding against the Society as at:— 

(a) the date on whicli the notice asking for repayment was issued to 
the Society by the Bank, and

(b) the expiry of thirty iltiys of the date of notice askinW for repav- 
ment, and 

(Iv) The Surety shall reimburse to the Bank the amount due to it to the 
extent provided in this Ruarantee v^ilhin a period of W days from 
the date of receipt by the Surety of the Bank’s notice invoking the 
guarantee and claiming payment. 

4. The guarantee herein contained shall be enforceable against the Surety 
iiotwithsLanding that any securities that the Bank may obtain from the Society 
shall be outstanding or unrealised. 

5. The society shall enter into an agreement with the President of India In 
the form annexed In the First Schedule to the Deed of Guarantee, undertaking:— 

(a) to pay the dues of the Bank regularly and promptly in accordance with 
the conditions laid down by the Bank while sanctioning the loan, 
advance or cash credit; 

(bl to carry on the business of tne society diligently with a view to making 
profit; 

(c) guaranteeing to the Central Government repayment of all monies that 
may be recovered by the Bank from the Central Government on 
account of any default on the part of the society to make payment 
to the Bank, on demand without demur; 

<dl to implement a system of regular verification of stocks, followed by 
prompt assessment of shortages, fixation of responsibility therefor 
and recovery of their value frorii. tho.se responsible; 

(e) to exercise strict caution in the extension of credit facilities to societies 

institutions and izidividuals. combined with measures for systematic 
and prompt recovery: 

(f) to ensure preparation of quarterly trading and profit and loss account 

and balance-sheet as on the last day of each quarter, together with 
preparation of a quarterly management report on the society’s 
working and submit a copy of it to the Surety every quarter; 

(g) to keep the properties and assets of the society free froni encumbrances 

and attachments except those in favour of the Bank and in respect 
of which the Government has given guarantee to the Bank or those 
in favour of State/Central Governments; and 
(hi to provide all fadlitie.s to the Surety or any person or person' nomi¬ 
nated by It In this behalf to examine Its accounts and its working; 

The Bank shall not make any payment to the Society unless the agreement in 
the proforma in the First Schedule and the Letter of Consent as in the Second 
Schedule to the Deed of Guarantee are furnished to it duly exeduted by the 
parties. 

6. The bank shall agree, In consideration of the guarantee which is available 
lo it from the Surety;— 

(a) to pav or credit to the account of the Surety any amount wlich will be 

realised from the Society after the date on which the Surety has 
reimbursed the amount guaranteed, after it has realised in full the 
loans and advances guaranteed by the Surety; 

(b) to retain all the promissory notes or unrealised securities wlfich may 

be available to the Bank in respect of the loan granted by it to the 
Society even after renlksation hv it in full of the outstandings due 
to it, till the amount reimbursed by the Surety is realised; 

(cl to obtain from the Society and to furnish to the Surety, a letter of 
consent in the form provided in the Second Schedule hereto; 

(d) if so required by the Surety, to transfer all .such promissory notes or 
securities to the Surety, and/or his nominee, after the Bank has 
realised In full the outstanding due to it, but if the Surety has not 
been reimbursed the amount paid by it; and 

(c) to obtain from the Society and furnish to the Surety an a.greement in 

the form provided in the First Schedule to the Deed of Guarantee 
annexed hereto, as provided in the clause 5 hereto. 

7. The Surety’s guarantee will not extend to the interest on the loans and 
advances sanctioned to the Society. 

8 The obligations of the Bank in pursuance of the provisions of clause (6) 
fiball continue until such time as the amount reimbursed by the Surety has been 
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pcid or credited to the Surety, or until the Surety has agreed to adjust the saidt 
amount against any other amount due to be paid by it to the Bank or to the 
Society or to waive the recovery of the amount. 

9. The Surety’s guarantee shall not be invoked on more than one occasions by 
the Bank in respect of the Society and if or after the Surety’s guarantee has been. 
invoked, any loan or advance is granted to the Society on whose behalf any 
amount has b^n paid to the Bank by the Surety, any such loan or advance shall 
be at the Bank’s own risk and the Surety will have no liability on account of 
such further loan or advance. 

10. No loan' or advance granted for the first time on or after the 1st April, 
1979, and no increase in the amount outstanding in-respect of any loan or advance 
subsisting on the 31st Match. 1979, will be guaranteed by the Surety. The 
Surety’s liability shall become determined at the close of business on the 31st 
March, 1979. 

11. The Surety shall be entitled to obtain from the Bank such information and 
returns relating to the loans and advances, In respect of which this guarantee la 
available to the Bank and the Bank shall furnish such information or returns at 
such intervals and in, such manner as may be specified or required by the Surety. 

12. If there is any difference or dispute between the parties hereto, arising 
out of or in connection with this agreement or concerning the meaning or inter¬ 
pretation thereof or otherwise howsoever in relation' to this agreement, the same 
shaU be referred to the sole arbitration of the person holding for the time being 
the post of Additional Legal Adviser (Arbitration) to the Government of India 
and decision of the said officer shall be final and binding on both the parties. 
It will be no objection that the arbitrator is a Government servant, that he had 
to deal with the matters to which this guarantee relates or that, in course of his 
duties as a Government servant, he has expressed views on all or any of the 
matters in dispute or difference. The provisions of the Arbitration Act, 1940, 
or any other statutory modification or re-enactment thereof shall apply to such 
arbitration. The arbitration proceedings shall be held at such place as the Arbi¬ 
trator may decide. The Arbitrator shall be entitled with the consent of the 
parties, to extend from time to time the time for making the award. 

13. The Stamp duty, If any, payable on this Deed of Guarantee shall be borne 
by the President of India. 

14. In witness whereof the Surety and the Bank have caused these presents 
to be duly executed the day and year above mentioned.
